PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR GEO-KARIS)
Thank you, Father. Thank you, Father Mackowiak. All rise for
the Pledge of Allegiance. Senator Sieben.
SENATOR SIEBEN:

the past. It will be a 8 o'clock tomorrow night and it's at the
Springfield Racquet and Fitness Center. And the Pages are
circulating now a map on how to get there. There's a problem on
Chatham Road. They're repairing the crossing -- railroad
crossing, and so you'll have to take a little bit of a detour and
that's what these maps are that they're handing out now. This is
tomorrow night, 8 o'clock at the Springfield Racquet and Fitness
Center, and we hope that all of you can attend, and we'll have a
good time.
